Illinois Mourns Death 
Of Gov. Henry Homer 


CHICAGO, Oct. 7—Arrangements were virtually completed today 
for a public military funeral for Gov. Henry Horner of Illinois, who 
died early Sunday of heart discase and high blood pressure. 
The illness had kept the 61-year-old chief executive a semi-invalid 
for almost two years. His condition took a sudden turn for the worse 
Friday night and he entered a coma from which he never recovered 
Death came at 2:30 a. rn. Sunday in the summer home overlooking 
Lake Michigan at Winnetka, a 
suburb of Chicago, which the gov­ 
ernor had leased while attempting 
to regain his health. 
Adjt. Gen. Lawrence V. Regan 
of the Illinois National Guard, 
who is in charge of the funeral ar­ 
rangements, announced the gover­ 
nor’s body will lie in state at the 
112nd Field Artillery armory in 
Chicago from noon today until l l 
a. rn. tomorrow, when the funeral 
services will be beld. 
Burial will 
be in Mount Mayriv Cemetery in 
Chicago, 
where 
the 
governor's 
mother lies buried. 
Mourning Proclaimed 
Former Lieut. Gov. John Stelle 
of McCleansboro, who was sworn 
in at Springfield yesterday as gov­ 
ernor, as his first official act pro­ 
claimed a three-day period of 
mourning throughout Illinois for 
Gov. Horner, extending from Sun­ 
day through tomorrow. 
Simultaneously, Gov. Stelle in a 
statement declared the death of 
his former chief was an “irrepar­ 
able loss” to the state and the 
Democratic party. 
“The state of Illinois was his 
spouse,” Stellas statement said, 
“the people of the state were his 
beloved children. During the long 
months of his illness, Governor 
Horner was constantly threatened 
with complete breakdown, but his 
sense of duty never let him rest. 
He gave up his life for hi3 state. 
“As his successor . . .* I propose 
to carry on the fight for those 
principles for which he stood.” 
Horner, a bachelor, was born in 
Chicago November 30, 1879. 
Be­ 
fore entering state politics, he 
served 18 years as a Cook County 
probate judge. 
Then, in 1932, he 
became a candidate for governor 
against Former Gov. Leu Small. 
After a hard fought campaign, he 
swept into office with the first 
Roosevelt landslide. 
In 
1936, 
Horner fought the 
Kelly-Nash political machine, won 
renomination over Dr. Herman N. 
Bundensen of Chicago, and was 
reelected. 
In 
1938, 
he 
cam­ 
paigned vigorously for a ticket 
headed by Scott Lucas, who was 
elected to the U. S. senate. 
In 
the 1938 primary, Homer still was 
a foe of the Kelly-Nash forces, 
but these differences were patched 
up before the 1938 election.

Roosevelt late today will visit Al­ 
bany, Watervliet, Troy. Mechan­ 
icville, Schuylerville and Saratoga 
Springs. 
Both the President and 
his White House aides said the 
trip had no political implications, 
but the President’s upstate tour 
coincided with the bid of his Re­

opponent,

Willkie, for support of voters in 
the down-state New Y’ork city 
area. 
Mr. Roosevelt’s trip will center 
around an inspection of the army's 
arsenal at Watervliet, where in 
the 14 months ending September

quicksilver.

the west lies the wool market— which 
must have suffered severe losses to its 
stocks in the St. Catherine’s docks. Between 
the financial district and the Thames are 
the iron and steel offices, and west of them 
the fur district. 
And so on. 
More than 
any other city in the world, London is a 
collection of well-defined trade areas in 
close proximity.”

ASH1NGTON— The new alliance be­ 
tween Japan, Germany and italy has 
revived discussions between the United 
States and Russia regarding a common 
policy in the Far East. 
Conversations to Hi is end had been 
taking place all summer, but had made lit­ 
tle progress.

The Russians have got along fairly well 
with Germany since the last war, have had 
their ups and downs with Great Britain, 
but with Japan there is a long and unmiti­ 
gated enmity. 
Therefor, for Japan to be­ 
come a part of Hie Axis is a bitter pill for 
the Soviet to swallow. 
It is reported that Russia is asking that 
part of Manchukuo be given her as a sop 
for the new' alliance. 
It is also reported 
that Hie Axis might give Russia the strait 
of the Bosporus plus a sphere of influence 
through Iran to the Persian Gulf.

Only tangible fact known here is that 
the Russians now' seem to be a little morel 
amenable to reason, and there may be a 
understanding worked out be­ 
tween the United States and Moscow' re­ 
garding Japan.

A fter Your Bout With Hay Fever 
By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
• Hay fever is an intensive bout 
of allergy which lasts for about 
six to eight weeks. It leaves the 
victim weak and subject to sets 
of symptoms which hit the body 
in parts that arc especially likely 
to allergic manifestations — the 
nose and the bronchial tubes. 
One of these is post-seasonal 
hay fever asthma. With some of 
my patients the asthma used to 
come on at the end of the hay fe­ 
ver season and last until well 
along in the cold weather. Asthma 
is a most curious kind of a disease. 
What brings it on? All the sub­ 
jects have stories to tell and they

regard the condition with wonder­ 
ment and awe. 
“Three out of 
every ten particularly mention 
that laughter brings on an a t­ 
tack,” write Drs. June Ii. and Mil­ 
ton Cohen in their book Your A l­ 
l e r g y and What to Do About IL 
(J. B. Lippincott). 
With a post-seasonal hay fever 
asthmatic, any exertion, even eat­ 
ing a meal, may set up an attack. 
When in an attack, the asth­ 
matic often assumes a position 
that looks very uncomfortable. 
“One person,” relates Dr. Cohen, 
“who had suffered from chronic 
asthma for a number of years re­ 
lated that he had learned after 
weeks of practice to remain in one 
of these peculiar attitudes for at 
least an hour at a time without 
moving. The only way for him to 
drop off comfortably 
into his 
slumbers without the incidence of 
an asthmatic attack was to recline 
on his side, prop up his chest at an 
angle with his pillow and to hold 
up his hand with crooked elbow, 
using a silk handkerchief to pre­ 
vent perspiration.” 
Year Round Treatments Best 
Seasonal hay fever runs im p ­ 
iously into perennial or all-year- 
round hay fever. A young per­ 
son had the* usual bout with hay 
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fever in the late summer; it dis­ 
appeared regularly about the mid­ 
dle of October. Then one year it 
seemed to stop, but a persistent 
cough followed, and the course of 
this was interrupted with short 
attacks of asthma. Treatm ent un­ 
dertaken by an experienced expert 
at this stage will save lots of 
trouble in the future. The body 
may at this stage develop an an­ 
tipathy to an increased number 
of inhalants — the dandruff that 
comes from the skin of dogs, cats 
and horses, house dusts and cos­ 
metics, such as face powder. 
Thus a hay fever patient ac­ 
quires multiple sensitizations and 
finds to his dismay that his hay 
fever does not leave him with the 
first frost, but hangs on in spots 
all the year round. 
It is for this reason that aller­ 
gists lately are advocating all 
year round treatm ent even for 
seasonal hay fever. Such manage­ 
ment recognizes the different sen­ 
sitizations as they arise and by 
applying vaccine treatm ents can 
prepare the sufferer to resist his 
invasion during the hay fever sea­ 
son better.

So Henderson "invited” the cop­ 
per chiefs to Washington. 
They

Kelley, head of giant Anaconda 
Copper. The conference was ami­ 
cable, but Henderson minced no 
words. 
He said that the Defense Com­ 
mission wanted lo keep the do­ 
mestic m arket intact for domestic 
producers, but that the Commis­ 
sion would not hesitate to buy 
elsewhere if any profiteering were 
attempted.
